AN EXCITING EXPERIENCE. 


ABOUT the only commendable act 


passed by the last Legislature was 
the one which contemplates protec- 
tion to motormen on street railways.

the rigors of the winter wind, snow 
and sleet. The provision of this law 
were mandatory, and required all 
companies to have vestibules built on 
all cars, on or before the first day of 
Jfovember. 1893, under a penalty of 
-$100.00 a day for each car, for disre- 
gard of the law. 
Some companies, 


with a decent regard for the comfort 
of their men. complied with the law 
and built the vestibules. 
Others, 


whose chief aim is to hire men as 
cheaply, work them as mam hours and 
give them as few comforts as possible. 
attempted to evade a humane law by 
hanging an awning in front of the 
car. 
This attachment instead of 


contributing to the comfort of the 
motormen. had just the 
opposite 


effect, and this morning, when

Coniina as they did to these shores 
rom Enytaml, where they had been obliget 
a do£f their hats to every petty magistrate 
Df the realm, they determined that ove 
here they would not uncover their hc-ads 
ven in the presence of him whom the? rev 
rence above king or potentate. Quaken. 
f the old school still sit with their hats oa 
hronghout their Sunday meeting. 
The modern days of active and brusque 


coin petit ion have rubbed away many Quak 
ir lineaments. But, iu some localities the 
Quaker influence is still potent. Pennsyl 


ania is now erecting a biibtof William 
?eim upon the dome of tho state capitol In 
he Quaker City. 
There are more Quakers in the United 
tatea today than ever before. Jlany o 
he western .states, especially ludlana. show 


marked increase iu this sect. There are 
t least 80,000 orthodox Quakers within the 
ale of Uncle Sam's religious tolerance, be- 
sides 40,000 llicksite*, Keithites and mem- 
Ders of other allied communities. In a plain 
brick building the Quakers gather on tlie 
Sabbath day. The uieii of the old school 
wear well uom beaver hats, with ye an- 
cient brims and bell crowns; swallowtail 
coats, colouml collars and cravats, and 
kuee boots concealed beneath broadcloth 
breeches. The women wear the hideous 
poke bonnets of a primitive ape, plain jean 
gowns aud shawls of somber hue. The 
elders or appointed leaders sit upon four 
straight backed wooden benches, which 
stand upon a raised platform in the frcmt 
of the room. The men occupy seats on one 
side of a Iwoad aisle, the women on the 
.other. 


A Quaker family approaches tho meeting 


house and dhjiles into twogioupa. The 
mother and rfrls enter one door and take- 
seats together on one side of thti room, 
while the father marches tbe boys in 
through tbe other door to seats on tlje op- 
posite side of the room. The younger gen- 
eration is iiotsu easily distinguishable from 
those of other denominations. Somuof the 
young men take their b.its oEE in meeting 
like other peopie. Others even wear high 
collars and pan their hair in the middle, 
while the yirls are not averse to bright 
gowns and houneU'; a la mode. 


The thinking port, however, begins as 


soon as the congregation has arrived. It 
continues for an hour or more while all Bit 
and ponder over siu.s they imagine them- 
selves to have committed. One old Quaker 
betrays a languid, sleepy expression, be- 
tokening that he is scarcely conscious 
whether he is iu the body or out.
